Peers, the directory’s histori- 
ans haye found, may come from 
absolutely anywhere. The Peer- 
age teems with butchers, poul- 
terers, caterers, tailors, apothe- 
caries, mail robbers and cham- 
bermaids. Noblemen sometimes 
develop out of illegitimate sons 
of a baker, a hairdresser, a stock- 
ing weaver. The carpenter- 
grandfather of one illegitimate 
lord, we are assured by the Peer- 
age, was “the only honest mem- 
ber of the family and the only 
one to die in his own bed.” 

While many a humble ci 
was elevated to the peerage be- 
cause of distinguished servi 
the manufacture of titles ocea- 
sionally was, to all appearances, 
a blunt business. Take, especial 


George I, “One of these was ere- 
ated Duchess of Kendal and the 
other Countess of Darlington, to 
reward their merits in their re- 
spective departments and to en- 
courage the surrender of prudery 
in younger and handsomer sub- 
jects.” 

Once acquired, peerages lasted 
anywhere from one day (Baron 
Leighton of Stretton died heirless 
the day after he was made a peer 
in 1896) to 808 years. Many peers 
were hanged for treason or as 
common murderers. A Duchess 
of Gloucester died in 1454 during 
imprisonment for witchcraft, sor- 
cery and treason, One impulsive 
group of peeresses simply kicked 
over the traces and ran off with 
stable hands, gypsies, French 
inters, jockeys and pursers of 


he worst peers apparently 
lived in the 18th Century, ac- 
cording to The Complete Peer- 
age, whose editors unearthed this 
reference to

The jeal- 
ous second Earl of Chesterfield 
issaid to have had his second wife 
poisoned in the wine adminis- 
tered for the sacrament. And 
Lady Abargane whipped her 7- 
year-old child until it screamed; 
when her husband complained 
about the noise she threw it to 
the ground and cracked its little 
skull. 

The dashing Sarah Churchill, 
Duchess of Marlborough, gam- 
bled incessantly, “but whether 
she wins or loses never rises from 
her seat without ‘God damn 
you.”” Barbara Villiers, who was 
called “the insatiable countess,” 
carried on simultaneous in- 
trigues with King Charles II, a 
team of actors, a rope dancer, a 
dramatist, “the invincible Hen- 
ry Jermyn,” and Churchill (aft- 
erward the great duke). Her 
daughter Anne, Countess of Sus- 
sex, was claimed by three fathers: 
Lord Chesterfield, the Earl of 
Castlemaine (Barbara’s _hus- 
band) and the king. Among Bar- 
bara’s many accolades was the 
dubious title, Baroness Nonsuch. 

Englishmen courted such la- 
dies with praiseworthy imagina- 
tion. The son of the second Earl 
of Derwentwater, after urging his 
suit 15 times without success, 
finally slithered into his lady’s 
apartment by way of the chim- 
ney and shortly thereafter made 
her his spouse, The second Duke 
of Chandos bought his second 
wifein 1744, “witha halterround 
her neck,” from her first hus- 
band, an ostler at the Pelican 
Inn. The first Duke of Montagu 
wooed his “mad duchess” in the 
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character of the emperor of Chi- 
na, and kept her in confinement 
at Montagu House, where she 
was waited on and courted as the 
empress of China. 

Less passionate arrangements, 
were made for marriages between 
the children. The seventh Duke 
of Richmond, at 18, wed hisduch- 
ess of 13 to cancel a gambling 
debt between the fathers. Ma- 
tilda, mother of the Countess of 
Guilford, sufiered the dismal 
combination of obesity and a 
June wedding and, ‘The weather 
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being hot, she was kept in ice for 
three days before the wedding.” 

Peers were prolific in and out 
of wedlock. The prize for propa- 
gation goes to the second Baron 
Lindores, who was credited by 
contemporaries with the follow- 
ing record: he “was never mar- 
ried but had above 67 basse chil- 
dren, sons and daughters.” The 
first Earl of Ferrers breathed 
hard on this record, boasting “no 
less than” 27 legitimate children 
—17 by his first wife (between 
her marriage at 15 and death at 
37) and 10 by his second—"be- 
sides some 30 natural children 
which his mistresses have borne 
him.” 

Pride of position led to strange 
habits. The Earl of Malmesbury 
“skillfully rouged” (but. de- 
fended Lord Beaconsfield, “Peo- 
ple say that resource is effemi- 
nate. M. [Malmesbury] is manly 
enough and the two most manly 
persons I ever knew, Palmerston 
and Lyndhurst, both rouged”).

The nobility enjoyed a rol- 
licking old age too. The Count- 
ess of Desmond, who died in 


1604, was formerly considered 
the eldest peeress, guesses at 
her age ranging up to 140 years.

But the Peerage editor discred- 
its rumor and cuts her vintage to 
about 95. Top place seems to go 
to Baron Gwydir, who died in his 
99th year in 1909 (and merely 
played croquet).

prime ministers, and the Mar- 
quess of Huntly, 91, whose “‘ca- 
reer, in summary,” is described 
thus: He “danced with Marie 
Antoinette, the Princess Char- 
lotte, and Queen Victoria.”

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STRIKE AT GHRYSLER 
ENDS IN BITTERNESS 


On a raw morning last January a picket waited outside the Chrysler 
Corporation’s Highland Park, Mich. plant for the strike deadline, and 
said, “This could be a mean one. Maybe two months.” It was even 
meaner than that. The Chrysler strike lasted 100 days, making it the 
second longest major walkout in the history of the auto industry, only 
13 days shorter than the General Motors strike of 1945-46 which cata- 
pulted Walter Reuther into the United Automobile Workers’ presi- 
dency. It put 89,000 men, who lost $92,400,000 in wages, out of work 
while Chrysler lost $1,307,280,000 in sales as a result of missing the in- 
dustry’s biggest production race. When thestrikeended on May 4, both 
went down fighting in an atmosphere of bitterness and futility. 

The strike was called over pensions, as Reuther sought to force on 
Chrysler the 10¢-an-hour cost pattern established at “Ford last Sep- 
tember. Chrysler, which belatedly started figuring actuarial costs only

ler offered to put up $30 million for pensions; on April 16, the 82nd day 
of the strike, it agreed to put the money into a trust fund.

When the 
agreement was finally signed the company said it could have been nego- 
ed without a strike, Reuther again denounced Chrysler for bargain- 
ing in bad faith and refused to pose with corporation negotiators. 

‘The agreement set up machinery to pay the $100 pensions at 65, 
starting Sept. 1, to Chrysler workers with 25 y vice, which left 
the public wondering why management and union had wasted each 
other’s time so long. 

Reuther did win improved hospital benefits and wage adjustments 
some of his workers. He failed to get a concrete pension cost figure 
ten into the contract, and he also failed to win a union shop. But 
he has somewhat unrealistic hopes of doing better in his forthcoming 
battle with General Motors, where he is asking $125 pensions at 65.

THE CONSERVATIVE REVIVAL 


THE MODERN CREED 


F. A. Voigt, a respected British essayist, has 
undertaken to sum up and deplore the religious 
beliefS common to Christendom in the past 10 
years. His “articles of the contemporary creed” 
appear in a British Catholic publication called 
The Month, and they are worth pondering. 
They include: 

“Religion without God; Christianity with- 
out Christ; Christ without Antichrist; Heaven 
without Hell; works without faith; a God of 
Love but not of Wrath; a Church that can bless 
but cannot curse. 

"We believe that God, almighty and incar- 
nate, is but a benevolent Spirit; that Satan does 
not exist; that Christ was the author of an eth- 
ical code, but not the Godhead crucified. We 
‘ofess to believe that He existed, for agnosti- 
cism is no longer the fashion. 

“We believe that Gospels must conform with 
‘our time and not our time with the Gospels. 

“We believe that man is by nature good and 
can, by his own efforts, attain perfection, al- 
though what ‘perfection’ is we do not know and 
hardly even care... .”

RISE OF THE APES 


A physiologist from the University of Vir- 
ginia, Dr. S. W. Britton, thinks it would pay 
dividends to the human race if anthropoid 
apes could be brought down from the trees and 
taught to stand upright. A chimpanzee induced 
to imitate West Point military posture would, 
so Dr. Britton insists, gradually develop a larg- 
er brain and a more effective nervous system. 
With more blood going to his cranium, the up- 
right chimpanzee would in time attain the men- 
tal ability of a five-year-old. He could then be 
brought into the house and installed as house- 
hoy or butler. 

‘This posture theory of human intelligence

ter, sitting slumped over a desk or resting on the 
back of his neck in an overstuffed chair, must 
tend to revert to the brain-destroying posture 
of the ape. At the point where the lines of ape 
evolution and human devolution cross the crit- 
ical question would arise: which is going to be 
whose houseboy? Why can’t these meddling sci- 
entists leave well enough alone? 
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ITS ANIMATING CHARACTERISTIC IS A DESIRE TO DO RIGHT 


It’s always fun to play around with some 
hypothesis which seems to answer the good 
old question, What goes on? A lot is going 
on in the U.S. right now, as the news in this 
issue of Lire shows, and we have an hypo- 
thesis which dovetails nicely with the news. 

Our hypothesis i is that this country is go- 
ha little c, take notice 
—and without particular regard to political 
labels. Words like “conservative” have been 
so knocked around that they have no mean- 
ing nowadays unless they are accompanied 
by practical definitions, and we will attempt 
some definitions before citing the news to 
prove our point. By little-c conservatism we 
mean several things. A conscious desire to “do 
right.” A certain respect for good bookkee| 
ing, and for money as the product of ae 
A feeling not so much of caution as of care 
about conserving the good things of the past 
while rejecting the bad. A wish to be strong 
—nationally, in the famil dividuall 
great desire to be responsible: to put “reli- 
able” men into public office and to throw out 
those deemed unreliable. The opposite, all in 
all, of the spirit identified with the name and 
era of Franklin Roosevelt. For the purposes 
of this discussion the spirit of the Roosevelt 
phase might as well be called little-/ liberal- 
ism (with apologies to the Jeffersonian Lib- 
erals, who would be called conservatives to- 
y). Merely trying to describe Roosevelt 
liberalism provides a measure of the changes 
that are occurring in American thought. The 
Rooseveltian New Deal was a phase of fer- 
ment—creative ferment, yes, but also de- 
structive of much that Americans are now 
trying to regain. Maybe, in order to save and 
find itself, the U.S. had to go through the 
Roosevelt phase just as it probably had to 
go through the self-destroying boom of the 
1920s. In different respects it could be said of 
both periods that the sky was the limit and 
there was no sky. Now there are limits. T! 
isa sky. Perhaps the hest way to put iti 
Americans are rediscovering their horizons, 
and in doing so are coming to live by a rule 
which may rightly be termed conservatism. 

Now look at the news. For example, this 
week’s Lire has stories about the defeat of 
Senator Pepper in Florida (pp. 40, 41), the 
end of the Chrysler strike (pp. 

report of crime in Kansas City 
56) and an anti-Communist stunt in 
47). Without straining 
the point we find considerable confirmation 
of our view in this and other news. 

Senator Pepper's downfall in the Demo- 
cratic primary almost speaks for itself. He 
was and is a dyed-in-the-Roosevelt New 
Dealer, the perfect prototype of the Spend- 
ing Liberal. The brand of distorted liberal- 
ism that had kept him in the Senate for 14 
years failed to work of a sudden, and he was 
beaten by a candidate who has “conserva- 
tive” written all over him. Other elements 
no doubt figured in the result, but we'll set- 
tle for the fact that a big majority of Flor- 
ida Democrats in 1950 preferred a senator 
athers’ type to a senator of 
type. 


It is not so long a jump as one might think 
from Florida and Smathers to Detroit and 
Chrysler. The Chrysler dispute has a mean- 
ing that transcends the specific issues and 
regrettable costs of the fight. First, a big in- 
dustrial union ran into a kind and an amount 
of trouble that big industrial unions haven't 
been running into in this country for years. 
Second, a corporation management stood 
pat in a fashion that in recent years has come 
to be considered downright antisocial—and 
got away with it. The union would not have 
had so much trouble, and even the tough 
and sometimes unimaginatively stubborn 
Chrysler management could not have stood 
pat with some success, if the U.S. social at- 
mosphere of 1950 were what it was 10 years, 
five years, even a year or two ago. 

The U.S. Senate’s manifest desire to do 
something about gambling, as reported in 
Lire last week, and Kansas City’s concern 
over the tie-ups between crime and politics 
are related to each other and to our point. 
Could it be that such old-fashioned words 
and concepts as “right” and “wrong” are 
returning powerfully to American life, and 
that anything which is suspected or shown 
to be “wrong” is in disfavor? It could indeed 
be so, and to our mind the connotations go 
way Beyond the simple wrongness of crime 
and political gangsterism. It is “‘wrong” to 
overspend or misspend; hence a concern 
about the national budget that has less to 
do with deficits as such than with the morals 
of waste and the folli of misdirected ex- 
penditure. It is “wrong” to expect some- 
thing for nothing; hence (some smart poli- 
ticians are saying) a revulsion among farm- 
ers against such excessive federal subsidy 
ideas as the Brannan Plan, 

We have deliberately saved to the last the 
biggest news story of the day, the story of 
antiCommunism. Its connection with re- 
viving conservatism in America is funda- 
mental: Communism is wrong. Therefore it is 
hostile to all that is good, solid and enduring 
in the American spirit. Therefore it must be 
kept out and, to the extent that it has pen 
trated life and government, it must be hunt- 
ed out. So, we believe, runs the mainstream 
of American thought and purpose. Some of 
the resultant manifestations are stupid, and 
worse. But the rightness of anti-Communist 
purpose ought not to be in question. 

Politically, what does the new conserv- 
atism mean? We would hesitate to guess. 
President Truman is adept at donning the 


‘conservative guise whenever it suits his pur- 


poses (which are not conservative in the best 
and truest sense). He may be expected to 
tide the trend for all it’s worth, and he may 
get away with it. All we have to say on this 
point is that if the Republicans let him get 
away with it they deserve to lose. The obvi- 
ous opportunity of the Republicans is to de- 
velop a small-c conservatism which can be 
explained to the country as something dif- 
ferent and more constructive than the old 
special interest Standpattism. When the 
Republicans succeed in doing that the Tru- 
man Democrats will be on the way out.

Exercise Swarmer shows how logistical needs of 


Logistic experts of the last war could only dream of scenes like the one above, 
of a giant airplane disgorging a heavy machine as part of a military operation. 
But last week in North Carolina at Exercise Swarmer the U.S. armed forces set 
out to prove that the complex problem of supplying a battlefront can be pruned 
down to the single, efficient rhythm of the Berlin airlift. For 10 days 60,000 men 
engaged a mock invader of the U.S. and routed him in a unique battle in which 
airplanes put all the men of the counterattacking U.S. army inside the enemy 
lines and then supplied them with everything from ammunition to water by air. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff, waiting for a year and a half to test the logistics of 
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25,000 men can be maintained by 600 airplanes 


a completely air-supported, air-delivered and air-supplied military operation, 
were initially disappointed with Swarmer when on D-day 5,400 men were deliv- 
ered instead of the scheduled 8,000. The next day planes were taking off or land- 
ing every minute and a half. And by D-plus-3, 15,465 men had been flown into 
the fight along with 6,397 tons of supplies, including 234-ton trucks and 105-mm. 
howitzers. By D-plus-4 one of the Joint Chiefs had made up his mind. Said Gen- 
eral J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, “This is the biggest step forward 
since World War II.” Before the test was over top Air Force men predicted a 
transport air force equal to the strategic bombing air force in men and planes.

'HREE and a half years ago, after 12 years of 
exile, I came back to Berlin. Amid a cold, incon- 
hard and gruesome winter, the city lay in 
barren, rigid as an icy waste, dead.

nist told me that the future of Berlin was assured, 
because it was a capital city in the great empire that 
extended from the Elbe to Vladivostok. Since then 
that Communist speaker has become converted and 
has landed in the West. The good fellow had been 
counting on geographical facts but not on the Ber- 
liners. Berlin does happen to lie within the great Rus- 
sian empire stretching from the Elbe to Vladivos- 
tok. But Berlin does not belong to this empire. 

On the great wall map that surely hangs some- 
where in the Kremlin, Berlin is only a tiny dot. But 
Tam sure that this tiny dot causes the masters of the 
Kremlin more worry than many a wide territorial 
expanse. For here there lives, as our old Goethe no- 
ticed, “a dauntless 


ruin: 


all inhabitants of this ‘cera t “paradise.” * that 
there can be another meaning to life than that which 
is propagated by the Soviets’ screaming banners, 
brass trumpets and all the other gadgets of a propa- 
ganda mill. Here in Berlin all the slogans that rend 
the air during the East-West struggle take on a real 
meaning. Herenoone needsany professional lectures 
about democracy, about freedom and all the other 
nice things that there are in the world. Here one has 
lived all that; one lives it every day and every hour. 


ERY slowly, not at all according to conscious 

plan, the Western Allies have come to realize that 
here they have the chance to win the fight against 
the Bolshevist system. At first they were incredu- 
lous, at times even hostile to the possibility. Then 


they grew astonished. Finally they took active part. 
For in this city beats the heart of European resist- 
ance against Bolshevist barbarism, This city is fre 
dom’s secret capital. 

e Soviets (we should always speak of “the So- 
and never of “the Ri ed to 
understand all this. They have been ensnared hy 
their own stupid conviction that we in Berlin could 
not resist. When the Berliners in the memorable 
ys of the blockade and the airlift countered with a 
decisive “No,” then the Soviets thought they coull 
do the job by force. They were so sure of themselves 
that at the very beginning they designated Aug. 
15, 1948 as the final day of capitulation of the Ber- 
population, A totalitarian regime, with all its 
advantage in acting energetically, has the d 
vantage of being blind to the real forces, the mor 
sistance, opposing it. 


HE Soviets, of course, have not given up their 
objective. Today they are waging a typical war 
of nerves. They are speculating, above all (and not 
without some justification), on their assumption 
that the West is neither able nor willing to che: 
theirexpansion with aclear, coolly considered cou! 
terplan. I believe I know something of the Soviets. 
L know with what contempt they Took down upon 
the circuitous arguments, the nervousness, the pel- 
Liness and the planlessness of the West. This per- 
petual quiz game that allegedly experienced diplo- 
mats are so fond of plays right into Soviet hands. 
What are the Soviets going to do? What are the 
Soviets after? But the steely resistance that they 
found in Berlin, the calculated quality of this resist- 
ance, frightens them. Instinctively they sense adan- 
ger against which they have no defense. There can 
he only one means of defense then, and that is war. 
And this means they cannot employ. 
When the Soviets announced their plan to con- 
quer Berlin at Whitsuntide on May 28 through a 
march of their so-called free German youth, we in 
Berlin promptly made two decisions: 1) Nothing 
is going to be conquered here; this city cannot be 
conquered; we will defend this city with our own 
hodies; 2) The best defense is always the offense. 
Therefore we decided, four weeks before Wh 
suntide, on the Ist of May, to tell the Soviets and 
the whole world what Berlin’s position was. I believe

that all foreign visitors carried away an indestruct- 
ible memory from the meeting of free men and wom- 
en held on the Platz der Republik (above) in sight 
of the Brandenburg gate and in sight of the Soviet 
war memorial which the Berliners call the “Memo- 
rial of the Unknown Rapist.” Here a wide-awake 
people arose to show the world and the Soviets that 
there is no way to subjugate Berlin, 

There is a way, however, for the West to win the 
cold war, to transform the tide held back by the 
dams of our city into an ebb. This way will be clear 
when the whole of the West finally becomes aware 
of its great economic and moral strength; when, 
above all, the West recognizes that in this battle of 
life and death the trust must begin to point in the 
other direction—East. 

How much hesitation, how much reluctance, how 
much chatter has there been. The free peoples ur- 
gently need a leadership gifted with vision, decision 
and courage. I will pass over lightly the shortsighted 
resistance that France still offers against the inte- 
into Western Germany. The naive 
¢ illusion that the deplorable div 
of Germany can be maintained without detriment 
to the West, the illusion that Europe can be saved 
on the Western shore of the Rhine, and the illusion 
that Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and the oth- 
er Balkan countries are no longer a necessary part 
of Europe—these illusions are unhappily not re- 
stricted to French politicians. Months and months 
have been lost with delay, half measures, with self- 
deception and disregard for hard realities. 


S faras Berlin is concerned there seems to begrow- 
ing slowly, but with elementary force, the under- 
standing that it is here that the die will be cast. At 
Tong last Berlin has been included in the ERP: meas- 
ures are being taken against unemployment; efforts 
are being made to bring people of all nations to the 
city. At Whitsuntide we shall have an international 
automobile exposition ; a great cultural congress will 
take place in June, and the Western Allies have even 
made the courageous decision to bring Berlin’s old 
art treasures back. Then and only then can we ask 
the Soviets what they have done with the Perga- 
mum Altar and the Sistine Madonna. 
With the voice of one preaching in the wilderness, 
we have called to the world. Finally—and it is not 


yet too late—the world is beginning to move. But 
the only possible, the only correct decision—to in- 
clude Berlin officially in the Western Germany Re- 
public—has not yet been taken, We are still sur- 
rounded by the old, fearful, pussyfooting noncom- 
batants garbed in diplomats’ robes. 

The Soviets don’t understand this type of lan- 
guage. The Soviets only understand the language 
of strength, conviction, stubborness and relentless- 
ness. They will begin to become unbelievably agr 
able when the West begins to act. They know their 
economic, political and moral weaknesses better 
than the West knows them. 

What we are going through is a war, a real war, 
and wars are not won by half measures. A war is won 
only by him who is determined to employ every 
means that strengthens his position and weakens 
that of his foe. 


few places have so many sacrifices for this great 
e been made as in Berlin. Other peoples (and 
no reproach but actually understandable) 
live with the natural aim of getting back on their 
feet. They may even labor under the delusion that 
they can recover by themselves, undisturbed by the 
sweep of world events, Had they seen the true face 
of the Communist system as plainly as we Berliners 
have, then they might coordinate their strength 
more quickly and support more effectively this out- 
most bastion of Western civilization. 

Berlin’s resistance during 1948 and 1949 saved 
the peace of the world. If Berlin had fallen Europe 
would inevitably have fallen in its train. Berlin has 
shattered the myth of Soviet invincibility. But Ber- 
lin must not only be defended; one cannot win with 
mere defense. With every available means Berlin 
must be brought back to normal economic and cul- 
tural life. That can only be done if the West acts 
within the scheme of a greater vision. 

Almost everywhere in the world the people are 
ahead of the statesmen. The people want peace, they 
want freedom, they want a genuine European union. 
The West must finally find the leadership to execute 
the will of the people. America is the land which can 
and must take the initiative. America knows that 
without the re-creation of a free and united Europe 
its own future is not secure.

A talented, misshapen rake

In the summer of 1891 the Moulin Rouge, a Montmartre 
dance hall, splashed across the billboards of Paris a provoca- 
tive new poster of a dancer doing a high kick. Parisians were 
delighted by it. They were quite accustomed to naughty post- 
ers, but they had never seen one which so effectively com- 
bined spicy suggestiveness with artistic skill. While custom- 
ers poured into the Moulin Rouge to see if the performance 
lived up to the promises of the advertisement, art critics filled 
their newspaper columns with glowing comments about the 
poster's graceful and sophisticated style. This was the first of 
many posters designed by F ‘oulouse-Lautree, which, 
like the ones on these two p c treasured today by muse- 
ums and collectors as first-rate works of art. 1 as highly

No 
one who saw him could forget him, for he was 
a hideous dwarf, 4 feet 6 inches tall, with an 
oversized head and the fully matured body 
of a man resting ludicrously upon the legs of 
achild. Nor could anyone who spent much time 
in his company forget y wit, his Rabe- 
laisian talk and his capacity for gulping in 
criminate quantities of drink. With sharp per- 
ception and superb draughtsmanship, this gro- 
tesque little artist painted Montmartre’s gaudy 
dives, its high-stepping dancers, its patrons 
crowded at tables and bars, its exhibitionists 
and the prostitutes. A brutally frank yet ele- 
gantly exuberant record of Montmartre night 
life in its most uninhibited day, Lautree’s works 
place him with men like Monet, Degas and Van 
Gogh among the greats of the impressionist and 
postimpressionist era in France. Already the 
art worlds of Europe and America are preparing 
huge retrospective exhibits to mark in 1951 the 
50th anniversary of Lautrec’s death. 

‘A wealthy aristocrat, descended from one 
of the first ruling families of France, Toulouse- 
Lautrec was born in 1864 in the southern town. 
of Albi. Normal at birth, he grew to be a sickly 
child with brittle bones. When he was 13, he 
slipped on the living room floor and broke his 
left leg. Stumbling into a creek bed a year later, 
he broke his right one. For months he lay in bed 
in plaster casts, drawing precocious sketches of 
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farm animals and caricatures of friends. But his 
legs did not heal properly, and by the time he 
was 17 he realized that they had stopped grow- 
ing altogether. His father, a robust sportsman 
and an eccentric egomaniac as well, lost all in- 
terest in his stunted son. But his mother, who

remained devoted to him, agreed to let him go 
to Paris and learn to paint. 

Lautrec arrived in Paris in 1882, in the middle 
of a controversy over the impressionist painters 
—men like Monet, Pissarro and Seurat, whose 
theories of color and light had outraged the 
academicians. Off and on for four years Lautree 
studied with several conservative teachers but 
gradually turned to the luminous palette of the 
impressionists. He also became fascinated by 
the flowing lines of Japanese prints from which 
he evolved the quick, stylish technique of his 
poster art. But the strongest influence on him 
were the ballet figures and compositions of Ed- 
gar Degas. Like Degas, Lautrec believed that in 
painting “nothing exists but the [human] fig- 
ure; landscape is nothing. .. but an accessory.” 

In the night life of Montmartre, Lautri 
could observe the human figure in its most strik- 
ing contrasts: animated and still; boisterous 
and hushed; exuberant and melancholy. He 
himself loved the conviviality and the high spi- 
rits he found there. At cabarets like Le Divan 
Japonais and Le Mirliton, he sat with his friends 
night after night, listening to musical concerts, 
poctic recitations of poetry and the songs of 
great entertainers like Jane Avril, May Belfort 
(pp.92, 93) and others whom Lautrec immortal- 
ized with his posters. Frequently he would wind 
up an evening with a dramatic display of his 
drinking prowess. Appropriating the assorted 
liquor, wine and champagne bottles that were 
left at the cabaret bar, he would empty them 
into one glass and down the explosive mixture 


with such aplomb that he often goaded his un- 
fortunate companions into drinking it too. 

At the dance halls—the Elysée-Montmartre, 
the Moulin de la Galette and the Moulin Rouge 
—the parties were longer and rougher. There 
were mass renditions of the quadrille, bawdy 
songs and masquerade balls. One famous mas- 
querade at the Elysée-Montmartre attained 
such a peak of exhilaration that the guests flung 
away their clothes, prompting the management 
—which had anticipated the developments— 
to distribute fig leaves as a token of respectabil- 
ity. But for unusual effects, few parties equaled 
those Lautrec held in his own studio at 27 Rue 
Caulaincourt, where he loved to cook and tend 
bar. On one occasion he had invited guests to a 
t of roasted kangaroo. he could not 
locate a kangaroo in all the butcher shops of 
Paris, he hit on the next best thing. He served 
awholero: sitting upright ona platter 
with a cow’s tached to

Though deeply sensitive about his appear- 
ance, Lautrec disguised his feelings by deliber- 
ately making himself the butt of his own mer- 
riment. He dressed up in ludicrous costumes 
and drew caricatures of himself, unmercifully 
exaggerating his stunted legs. At times he took a 
perverse delight in his deformity. When Yvette 
Guilbert, a popular Montmartre singer, first 
met Lautree, she stared down at him speechless 
with shock. With some relief, however, she saw 
that his eyes were attractive and luminous. No- 
ticing this, Lautree mischievously took off his 
glasses to allow Mlle. Guilbert to have a better 
look at the only handsome features he owned. 

By 1897 the pace began to tell on Lautrec. 
Despite the long hours of carousing, he kept up 
a rigorous schedule of work during the day. He 
grew irritable, got into fights with the police. 
Eventually a man was assigned to watch him 
and keep him out of trouble. But Lautree would 
lure the guard into a bar, get him drunk and then 
slip away. He began to suffer horrible delusions. 
Imagining himself persecuted by an art dealer, 
he disguised himself as a tramp and went beg- 
ging at the dealer's door. Obsessed with the 
idea that his studio was infested with microbes, 
he flooded it with gasoline. His friends plead- 
ed with him to keep sober. Finally in Febru- 
ary 1899, hysterical and violent, Lautree was

To prove to the doctors that he was perfectly 
sane, he executed 50 superb drawings of clowns, 
bareback riders and acrobats drawn from his 
memory of circus performances. When he was 
set free in June, Lautrec announced proudly 
toa friend, “I have purchased my liberty with 
my drawings.” 

For six months Lautrec traveled through 
France under the watchful eye of an old family 
friend, Paul Viaud, But back in Montmartre, 
Lautrec rediscovered his haunts and his night- 
life companions. He began to drink moderately, 
then plunged once more into the excesses of 
dipsomania with such brooding viciousness 
that he seemed to be preparing to die, even to 
want to. He cleared out his studio, destroying 
the bad paintin, ning the good ones and 
throwing away the familiar old objects—a 
wicker armchair in which he posed many of his 
models, a dusty pile of photographs of Renais- 
sance paintings, a rowing machine in which he 
used to work out for hours at a time dressed up 
ina yachtsman’s suit. Then he said goodby to 
his Montmartre friends and left for Taussat, 
a seaside resort in the south.

Edward Steichen 


PURSUER OF THAT CHARLATAN, LIGHT, SHOWS 50 YEARS’ WORK 


HE TOOK SELF-PORTRAIT AT 19 


ITH poetic enthusiasm, 

Carl Sandburg once de- 
scribed Edward Steichen as “Paint- 
er of nocturnes and faces, camera 
engraver of glints and moments, 
listener to blue evening winds and 
new yellow roses.’ 

Steichen has in his lifetime been 
many things. His paintings hang 
in the Metropolitan and Luxem- 
bourg Museums. His research into 
plant genetics has produced new 
types of delphiniums. But mostly 
he has spent his life in the pursuit 
of “that charlatan, Light,” as he 
calls the art of photography. To- 
day, at 71, he is dean of American 
photographers and director of pho- 
tography at New York’s Museum 
of Modern Art. This week, awarded 
the Fine Arts Medal of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, he held 
the first exhibit of his own photo- 
graphs since 1938. 

‘Asa young man Steichen went to 
Paris to paint. There he found that 
he could express himself better with 
the camera. He burned his paint- 
ings, set out to learn the subtleties 
of lighting by taking 1,000 differ- 
ent pictures of a cup and saucer. 

Steichen’s early photographs, 
romantic and soft, were often mis- 
taken for paintings. After World 
War I, when he took aerial photo- 
graphs which had to be clear and 
factual, his pictures became more 
sharply delineated. But these later 
photographs, with their bold, dra- 
matic lighting and posing, still re- 
tain the artful quality of paintings.

Ata town on the shore of the landlocked Aral Sea the paper found 
that the managers of the local fried-fish cooperatives had other fish 
to fry, Behind the cooperative front, Pravda Vostoka complained, 
“they themselves buy the fish, fry it and sell it.” One such capitalist 
fishmonger was reported to have built up a business with a monthly 
turnover of 100,000 rubles. 

In Moscow the scale of such operations naturally is larger than 
in outlying areas, and one of the largest operators was a certain 
V. A. Kantsel. This worthy obtained the approval of a district 
school board to set up a cooperative workshop, ostensibly for the 
manufacture of school supplies. Though officially the undertaking 
employed only three persons, in his heyday Kantsel had 300 per- 
sons working for him—and several officials of the school board were 
on his payroll in various fictitious capacities. The legitimate pro- 
duction of school supplies accounted for less than 10% of Kantsel’s 
productive activity—this was for the sake of appearances. The re- 
maining 90% went into the manufacture of a diversified line of pen- 
nants, games, novelties, small souvenirs and picture postcards, all 
of them marketed privately on the side—"‘on the left,” as the Rus- 
sians say. Kantsel’s enterprise thrived until one morning the law 
caught up with him. 

Despite the risk involved, most Russian workmen prefer to work 
on the side—“on the left”—whenever they can. When a Russian 
friend of ours wanted his piano tuned and renovated, he phoned a 
piano tuner cooperative, The tuner they sent to look over the job 
gave hima price of 250 rubles. When the customer winced, the tuner 
explained that if he didn’t mind waiting he himself would do the 
job on his own time for 150 rubles. Without further ado the cus- 
tomer paid the 15-ruble call charge. The workman turned this 
money in to his cooperative, together with the explanation that the 
customer had decided not to go ahead with the job. 

A few days later the tuner went to our friend’s flat and fixed the 
piano. He pocketed his 150 rubles and nobody was the wiser.

the M-1, a fairly serviceable version of the 1933 Ford, while the Sta- 
lin plant produced the ZIS 101, a rather unwieldy, seven-passenger, 
eight-cylinder job. I recall that a General Motors representative, 
who in those days was permitted to visit Moscow on business from 
time to time, after a careful inspection of the ZIS 101 assembly line 
estimated that each unit must cost about 000 to produce. 

Postwar successor to the ZIS 101 is the ZIS 110. Basically it is a 
1942 Packard (Stalin's favorite make) and the first mocels actually 
had Packard engines installed. The ZIS 110 is a high-class auto 
mobile in every respect as regards design, workmanship and qual- 
ity of materials. Its production never has exceeded two a day. 

The greatest postwar production achievement of the Soviet au- 
tomobile industry to date is the Pobeda (Victory), a trim, four- 
cylinder light car of Soviet design, produced at the Molotov plant 
in Gorky. For speed, riding comfort, general performance and stam- 
ina, the Pobeda is quite as good as any European or American car 
in its class. 


ITHOUT the constant, tugging urge to outdo their compet- 

itors, Soviet industry, when not prodded, tends to erystal- 
lize around “safe” familiar patterns. Management, left on its own, 
cautiously avoids innovation and attendant uncertainties, the 
more so because of the disastrous personal consequences of failure. 
The paramount concern of ever factory manager with ful- 
filling his production plan militates against changes and improve- 
ments. Every smart manager keeps on hand a surplus of easy-to- 
produce stopgap items on which he can draw whenever required 
to cover a production lag in a more complex line. To give an illus- 
tration, the Soviet state organization for distributing textiles of- 
fered a certain sewing workshop 220,000 rubles’ worth of high-grade 
poplin for the manufacture of men’s shirts. The shop director re- 
fused the consignment on the grounds that shirtmaking was fussy 
and unprofitable—he preferred fulfilling his plan by cutting and 
hemstitching handkerchiefs—despite an acute shortage of shirts 
in the selfsame town. 

i agement, petty grafting is fairly common in 
Soviet retail trade. One of the favorite practices, judging by press 
reports, is for a store manager to mark up certain highly salable 
items just a fraction above the authorized retail price. He then 
splits the difference with his bookkeeper and sales force. Such cases 
are small stuff compared to the full-dress public scandals that are 
aired from time to time. 

Several months ago the Moscow newspaper Trud broke the story 
of a large ring of speculators operating in and around the state jewel- 
ry merchandising organization known as Yuvelirtorg. The specu- 
lators stationed contact men outside the various Yuvelirtorg shops. 
Private citizens who came to sell their valuables to the store would 
then be approached with offers to buy their watches, jewelry or 

old coins privately. If they agreed, the articles thus acquired would 
fe either resold directly to private customers or else turned in to 
Yuvelirtorg. In either instance the ring made a handsome profit.

One trick was to buy broken watches at a low price and sell them 
to the government organization at the price authorized for watches 
in good repair. Trud reported that more than 2,000 defective 
watches were thus foisted onto the government at a profit of more 
than one million rubles for the ring. 

All this suggests that some private enterprise—even though it 
is of an underground nature—persists in Soviet Russia at this pres- 
ent stage of development toward “full Communism.” 


'HE MVD (secret police) colonel opposite pulled back the car 

window curtain and stared pensively. at the faint lonely lights 
floating in inky blackness. “A morose, difficult people, these Lets,” 
he mused, "If I had my way we would simply ship the whole lot off 
to some safe spot behind the Urals. Then we w ald reset the place 
with our own people.” 

I objected that this might prove a rather difficult undertaking. 

“If we could do it with the Volga Germans, the Crimean Tatars, 
the Chechens, the East Prussians, we could do it here,” the colonel 
countered. “We must have a safe lock on our western approaches. 
Only a month ago a train was held up on this very run. Robbed all 
the Russian passengers, didn’t touch the others. Kidnaped two 

arty functionaries who haven't been heard from since. And it’s 
opeless to track down the offenders. The whole countryside is in 
league with them.” 

We gained this bit of insight into Soviet psychology en route by 
train to Riga, Latvia, from Libau, also in Latvia. 

I remarked to the MVD colonel that seldom had I seen such a 
variety and abundance of meat as in the Libau market, and at 
a fraction of Moscow prices. That, he explained, was merely be- 
cause the peasants sensed the approach of collectivization. The 
peasants were slaughtering their animals to forestall having to 
turn them in to the collectives. 

tried in vain, during our three-day stay in Riga, to recapture 
some faint echo of the city I had known well a decade earlier. It 
was like walking into the house of friends where everything was 
once familiar and finding the friends gone with no forwarding ad- 
dress, while total strangers lived, or rather bivouacked, in rooms 
stripped of their familiar and pleasant furnishings, now dank and 
neglected, What had been destroyed in Riga was not the buildings, 
which are replaceable, but the soul of the city, its character, atm 
phere and personality. Gone without trace were the pleasant, well- 
dressed crowds, the attractive restaurants, cafes and bright lit- 
tle shops. 

When my wife went outside, everyone would stop in his tracks 
and gape at clothes which would have passed uncommented on in 
Moscow, where Western fashions penetrate. During our three days 
we saw not one well-dressed woman or man. 

Before the war Riga was only 50 minutes by plane from Stock- 
holm. Today there are no planes. From an international crossroads, 
the city has become the end of a branch line from Moscow—30 
hours away by train. 


The life of the elite 


SUDDEN hush has settled on Moscow’s busy Arbat Street. 
The sleek asphalt roadway, emptied of its traffic, threads be- 
tween two lines of white-uniformed, white-gloved police spaced at 
10-meter intervals along either curb. The police are on tenterhooks, 
their eyes strained toward the far end of the street. One of them 
darts out, bodily lifts up an old peasant woman who has strayed 
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into the road and deposits her back on the sidewalk. The tension 
rises to its climax. 

With a sudden swoosh a shiny black sedan flashes down the fair- 
way, then an open car full of bodyguards follows in close pursuit. 
The tension is over in a trice and the Arbat returns to noisy normal. 

Bystanders exchange nods: “Hozyain proekhal” (‘There went 
the boss”). 

But the black sedan was curtained too heavily and went by too 
fast for anyone to identify the rear-seat passengers. And the bosses 
who thus speed between their offices and dachas (country houses) 
twice daily during the summer are not one but numerous. 

In a matter of minutes they are rolling along a smooth highway 
through charming country. It is like an enchanted land out of a 
Russian fairy tale. The dachas too have an air of enchantment. 
White walls and shining gabled roofs glisten through the dark ever- 
green foliage along the side of the Moskva River. But woe to the per- 
son who treads too nigh these magic dwellings without the proper 
MVD credentials. Once, while out for a drive the summer before 
last, we took a wrong turn and ended up at a tall green gate. There 
was nobody in sight, but realizing our mistake we made a quick 
turnabout. A figure in an MVD blue cap suddenly materialized from 
the bushes, waving his arms, red-faced and furious. As I pulled up 
he demanded to know where we were going. Having heard our explz 
nation and apparently impressed by our car, he warned, “Don’t 
let me ever see you around here again.” 

There are two main factors tending to discourage free social 
contact within Soviet high officialdom. The first is fear. Personal 
friends are potentially dangerous. If they know too much they 
may denounce you—or if they get into trouble your ties with them 
may incriminate you. During the great purges many persons were 
undone by their own family relationships. A prudent Russian today 
hesitates to confide even in his wife too fully. 

The second factor that circumscribes the cultural as well a 
life of the high Soviet official is 
Soviet official begins around 11 in the morning nite en, after 
a hasty breakfast, he heads for his office. There he works through 
steadily until after midnight, with brief time out at 4 and.again at 
9 o'clock for a bite in the buffet or dining room. “Reception hours” 
in most government offices and ministries run from 1] p.m. to L a.m., 
and“Guring this time the official must be on deck just in case the 
Kremlin telephones or one of his superiors drops by with a query. 
He gets home about 2 in the morning, when his faithful wife 
dinner ready—and so to bed. 

Such is life among the upper

zens of a revolutionary new society their behavior patterns are 
surprisingly conservative and conventional. Indeed they are more

The anti-Jewish campaign 


'HOROUGHLY alarmed by the flood of Jewish enthusiasm for 
srael which sprang up in the Soviet Union in the winter of 
1948-49, the Kremlin reacted sharply. Almost overnight the Israeli 
Legation was effectively isolated from further contact with the 
Jewish population, The MVD proceeded to the swift liquidation 
of Jewish social and cultural organizations. 

Even more drastic was the systematic campaign to eliminate 
Jews from posts of responsibility and especially from positions 
involving contact with the outside world. In a matter of weeks all 
Jews serving with the Soviet occupation administrations in Ger- 
many and Austria were recalled. No more Jews were included on 
foreign missions and delegations. Today Jews are not even admit- 
ted to the special school that trains personnel for the Soviet for- 
n service. The same restrictions apply to the Ministry of For- 
eign Trade. 

“Elsewhere in the government and party apparatus a similar 
process of elimination has occurred. The one Jew on the Politburo 
is Lazar Kaganovich, a long-standing member with strong per- 
sonal connections. 

The campaign against the Jews entered its most blatant phase 
in January 1949 with the onslaught against the so-called “home- 
Tess” or “mongrel cosmopolites.”” Never were the “homeless cos- 

polites” openly identified as Jews, but cartoonists depicted 
het with Faginlike profiles and the public got the point. 

The only important Jewish writers to survive the literary purge 
were Ilya Ehrenburg and proverbial hatchetman David Zaslavsky. 
But even they went into temporary eclipse at the height of the 
campaign. Ehrenburg, whose Western European associations made

'HE shabby treatment accorded Miss Anna Louise Strong, the 
American writer deported from Russia last February after a life- 
time of loyal service to the Communist cause, has doubtless baffled 
many persons. Actually, there is a rational explanation. The fact 
‘ong has been a pro-Soviet wheclhorse for 30 years 

counted for naught once she grew restive in the traces. For almost 
a year Miss Strong had gone around Moscow grumbling about the 
“bureaucrats” of the press department who prevented her from 
getting good stories and, in particular, blocked her cherished project 
of going to Communist China via the overland route to Manchuria. 

When 
she got nowhere with the Russians, she sought out visiting Chinese 
Communist and North Korean officials and delegates in their hotel 
rooms. They, not knowing the situation and impressed by Miss 
Strong’s reputation and purported friendship with Mao Tse-tung 
and the Kremlin higher-ups, rashly promised to assist her. When

People vs. police state 


IN the coming years the strongest, most determined foes of the 
Russian police state are likely to develop east of the Iron Curtain, 
where not even forcible indoctrination can neutralize the lessons 
of immediate knowledge and experience. There are in Russia today 
legions of thinking, intelligent people who chafe under the omnipo- 
tent police state and long with their whole being for freedom. The 
Russians as a race are neither domineering nor aggressive nor xeno- 
phobe. They are warmly human, gregarious and endowed with 
an avid and friendly curiosity about other peoples. All these quali- 
ties tend instinctively to alienate them, if not from the Soviet sy 
tem, at least from its present policies at home and abroad. More- 
over thousands upon thousands of people in all walks of life have 
at some time sustained some deep personal hurt from the police 
regime. Each new purge or “ideological campaign” adds new con- 
tingents of malcontents. 

The mental outlook of the average Soviet citizen passes through 
three main stages, according to age groups: 

1) Below 25 years of age, most susceptible to intense indoctrina- 
tion—the glowing visions conjured by propaganda appeal to the 
youthful imagination, unsullied as yet by worldly experience. 

2) From }, gradual frustration of hopes. 

3) After 35, final disillusionment. This breeds hard, selfish eyni- 
cism, resigned routine-conditioned apathy or intense inner rebel- 
lion, depending on the status and make-up of the individual. 

Tt is essential that the West learn to distinguish between the 
lice state and the Soviet people, for if the formeris an implacable foe, 
the latter, unless stupidly antagonized, are potential friends and al- 
lies. Anditis they who eventually will decide their country’s destiny.

Pablo Casals conrnses 


Those who come in June to this southwestern corner of France 
will wind up the low slopes of the Pyrenees from the bustling city 
of Perpignan to quiet little Prades. Here they will find themselves 
in Catalan country, for this region was a part of Spanish Catalonia 
before it was annexed by France in the 17th Century. Prades stands 
in the shadow of the Canigou, a mountain which is almost sacred 
to Catalans as the symbol of their fierce patriotism. Pablo Casals is 
a Catalan, and some of his hatred for Franco stems from the dicta- 
tor’s attempts to wipe out the autonomy which Catalonia achieved 
in the days of the republic. 

When Casals came first to Prades, in the losing days of the Span- 
il War, there were many refugees from n that part of 

When war came to France, and then defeat, the towns- 
people reacted toward Casals according to their personal fears and 
yalties. He was a known enemy of Vichy and, when the Germans 
me, he was a dangerous man to know. € s refused all the Ger- 
man efforts, persistent, polite and then threatening, to make him 
play for them. Confined to Prades by the police, he devoted all his 
energy to aiding the Resistance, the men in the mountains, the 
Spanish refugees who fought with them. He played and practiced 
for himself when he had time, but he lived and worked for the lib- 
eration of France, which he was sure, then, would be followed by 
the liberation of Spain.

The “blind” musician 


ABLO Casats was born in a Catalonian town in Spain as small, 
P: ty and limited as Prades. His father, Carles Casals, was or- 
ganist at the church in Vendrell, south of Barcelona. When Pablo 
was 4 years old his father put him in the choir. By the time he was 
6, Pablo had begun to compose music and was begging his fi 
for lessons on the organ. Within a year Pablo could substitute at 
the organ when his father was sick. When young Pablo took up the 
violin, he became so absorbed in the new feeling of a stringed instru- 
ment that he closed his eyes as he played. The other boys dubbed 
him “the blind musician” and laughed at him. Pablo, who was un 
brutote, or a tough guy on the playground, took this teasing to 
heart and would have no more of the violin. Instead he turned to 
the piano and to Bach. Through his later triumphs and his exile he 
has begun most of his long life’s mornings by playing from Bach’s 
Well Tempered Clavichord. 

At the age of 11 Pablo Casals fell permanently in love. Ata cham- 
ber music concert in Vendrell he saw a violincello. (He has since 
described his love as “like a beautiful woman that has not grown 
older . . . but younger with time, more slender, more supple and

more graceful.”) Soon afterward his father sent him to Barcelona. 
There, for three years, Pablo Casals earned his keep by playing 
popular music in cafes while he studied fervently. By the time he 
was 15 he had been noticed. He was taken to Madrid under the 
royal wing to play and compose at the court, to the satisfaction of 
the Queen Mother, Maria Cristina. When he decided, ungratefully, 
that he wanted to study in Paris, royal patronage was indignantly 
withdrawn, With his mother Pablo went to Paris anyway, but the 
big strange city defeated them; poverty and exhaustion drove them 
back to Barcelona. Casals taught in the municipal music school to 
earn his bread and took any other jobs he could get. Someone who 
heard the young Casals play in a gambling casino during this pe- 
riod has said, ‘He transformed a cage into a concert hall, and a 
concert hall into a temple!” 

When Casals went back to Paris in 1899, it was with Spanish 
royal approval, after a command performance before England's 
Queen Victoria, and with a letter to the well-known conduc 
Charles Lamoureux, in his pocket. The great Lamoureux, ailing 
and cantankerous, begrudgingly let Casals play for him. While the 
young cellist was getting ready, he kept his back to him and went 
on with the paper work he was doing. But when Casals played the 
first notes of Lalo’s concerto, the famous conductor stopped writ- 
ing, turned around and then rose to his feet. After Casals finished, 
Lamoureux offered him a concert. This concert and a following one 
with the Lamoureux orchestra in Paris began Pablo Casals’ con- 
tinued and fantastic public success. 

The concerts which marked the high points of his career are 
known to all musicians and remembered by anyone lucky enough 
to have heard them. He has played everywhere in the world and 
with most of the great musicians and conductors of recent times, 
including Rachmaninoff in Moscow and Paderewski and Fritz 
Kreisler in New York. 

Success gave him pleasure but something less than happines 
During World War I he lost his sense of belonging to a golden Ei 
rope. In sensitive and terrible despair over what was happening to 
plain people, he even contemplated suicide. When the war was over 
Fre felt that he should go back home, to his own people. As an artist 
he had long wanted to do less playing and more conducting, for 
he considered the orchestra “the grandest instrument of them all.” 
As a man he wanted to bring the finest music to Catalonia, and to 
look for personal tranquility there. The Orquestra Pau Casals was 
his proudest achievement and was finally also a success. (In Cata- 
lan Pablo becomes Pau, pronounced Pah-oh.) During one concert 
he gave with his own group in Barcelona, with Alfonso XIII pres- 
ent, a loud voice in the audience cried out, “If that one is our king, 
then our Pau is our emperor!” 

When the republic came to Spain, Casals stood aloof from the 
government at first. But because it allowed so much autonomy to 
his Catalonia and because he approved of the cultural efforts the 
new government was making, he gradually identified himself with 
it and worked for it. This was the happiest period of his life. 

He bought a house on his favorite stretch of beach at San Salva- 
dor, on the coast of Catalonia, and remade it into a beautiful man- 
sion. He was named hijo predilecto (favorite son) by the town of 
his birth, and on the house where he was born a plaque proclaimed 
Guoria DEL Munpo Musicat (glory of the world of music). Having

found no permanent happiness in marriage (in 1906 to Susan Met- 
calfe, an American singer) and having no children of his own, he 
lavished his affections on his own family, his two brothers, Lluis 
the farmer and Enric the musician, and on their children, who 
lived with him. : 

The Spanish Civil War brought a tragic end to this life. His tour 
of South America, which raised money to feed Catalan children, 
was a triumphal one for his audiences. He played in London's Al- 
bert Hall for the Spanish children whom England was harboring, 
and in France for the refugees already flooding into the country. In 
Barcelona he played for hospitals and to help city morale during 
air raids, He did not leave Spain until the eve of Franco’s final vie- 
tory in January 1939. His last honor from Spain, before the streets 
named for him were renamed for Franco’s generals and the plaque 
was removed from his birthplace, came when Franco's armies were 
in the outskirts of Barcelona. Forty-eight hours before the city fell 
the faculty of the University of Bares elona met to award an honor- 
ary degree to Pau Casals. 

‘It was not until the war in Europe was over that Pablo Casals 
could get in touch with his family again. He met one of his broth- 
ers and his brother’s wife and two of his nieces in the Republic of 
Andorra. He found them emaciated, suffering and “Tt was 
miserable, miserable, miserable,” he says. This and all the news of 
his native land added sorrow to his despair as he gradually real- 
ized that nothing would be done to free Spain from the dictator. 
In the spring of 1947 he began the self-enforced exile in which he 
still lives at Prades. 


Hotel for musicians 


HE town is the same as it was before he came. The huge, bare 
Church of St. Pierre dominates the town and is itself domi- 
nated by the tall crag of the Canigou. The population of 4,397 
goes its way with a combination of French industriousness and the 
Spanish love of late hours. The cluttered, narrow streets, tightly 
fronted by gray houses overhung by ironwork balconies and occa- 
sionally gaudy with pink marble doorways, come to vigorous life 
about 6 o'clock. The chief hotel of Prades is the Grand, with 2° 
rooms and a bath. Here moet of Casale’ pupils stay, fighting chil.

nished with iron bedsteads and unpainted tables. Pamela Hind, a 
gently bred English cellist, recalls how she timidly asked the hotel- 
Keeper whether she might practice at any time; he replied, “But, 
of course!” “It’s the only hotel in the world,” she says, “where they 
give priority to musician: 
For a long time Casals lived in a house on the fringe of Prades, 
where he had a single room so small that the one cello he has with 
him in exile rested on the bed when he was neither playing nor sleep- 
ing. He has moved now to a cottage built for the concierge beside 
the tall iron gates and gravel driveway leading to Chateau Valrac, 
the modest estate of a French family named Troy. Here he lives 
simply with his pleasant, gray-haired housekeeper who fixes his 
light diet and takes care of his few wants. In the mornings at 8 he 
walks with his dog Follet and afterwards takes care of his personal 
correspondence in his tiny, legible script. He speaks Italian, Eng- 
lish (well and precisely), Portuguese and German, as well as French,

Brent and Catalan, but prefers to write in one of the last three. 
le practices, too, in the morning, either on his cello or on his brand- 
new Pleyel baby grand piano which an admirer from Buffalo recent- 
ly sent him when he heard that Pablo Casals had only anancient up- 
right. In the lateafternoons he receives visitors, practices or teache 

Casals takes only pupils that interest him and most of them are 
already of concert stature. He teaches them singly. For two hours 
at a time he explains theory with precision and passion and then 
pays to illustrate theor’ play with all my best effort during 
lessons,” says Casals. “This is te ‘only way. Words are not enough. 
I do not believe in teachers who can only talk.” One of his pupils 
has said, “A lesson from him is not a lesson; it is a great musical 
experience.” 

In this room, too, his friends gather. When Violinist Schneider 
and the French pianist Yvonne Lefebure were there last summer, 
Casals says, twinkling with delight, "We had orgies of chamber 
music in here!” 

Pablo Casals says of himself, “Every day I am reborn and every 
day I must begin again.” A biographer has recorded that when a 
string snaps a few days before a concert, he feels he must begin his 
work all over again, for each string changes something for him and 
hemust perform at concerts with the ones on which he has practiced. 
In 60 years of playing in public he has never ceased to feel nervot 
panic before a concert. During a performance he sweats heavil 
musician who has sat under the flying spray of his conducting swears 
that Casals must leave salty puddles beneath his cello when he plays 
a solo, 

Casals is now studying Bach for the festival as if the composer 
with whom he is so closely identified were new to him, seeking the 
perfection which the world of music expects of him. He once de- 
seribed to his friend, the philosopher Henri Bergson, what hap- 
pened to him when he was finally satisfied with his knowledge of 

a composition. It seemed as though a weight “of the pleasant heav- 
iness of gold” sank into him; nothing remained peripheral or 
cidental. Out of this fixed and controlled center came a phenome 
non which was “hardly explainable’—he was fully absorbed in 
the music, as though in a trance, yet aware of himself and all his 
movements. 

As in his music so in Casals’ moral position nothing can be left 
papel or accidental once the conviction of right has sunk into 

im and become part of him. He cannot compromise with it any 
more than he can play without playing his best. That is why, when 
a musician recently protested that lence was “a crime 
against music,” another artist could answer, “He has given me back 
a measure of my lost faith in human dignity.” 

Pablo Casals will not be heard again in the concert halls of the 
world’s great cities until Franco is gone from Spain. But he will be 
heard this June by music lovers who, by traveling the long, incon- 
venient way to the dusty little town of Prades, signify, in effect, 
their endorsement of the moral standard he is stubbornly uphold- 
ing. He was profoundly moved when the plans for the featsyall were 
first presented to him. ‘They want to give me this wonderful hom- 
age of affection,” he has said, his alight. “This touches me pro- 
foundly. But,” he added sternly, “it is my friends and the people 
who ‘think like myself who come here. The others do not come. 
Collaborators are not admitted here.”
